So much is said about the Southern ques- 
tion as‘an issue in the national, canvess this 
year, and the greater part of what is said is 
go. vague, that it_may be well to consider 
what a Federal Administration ‘can’‘and can- 
not do. in: this direction.

NAVY HONORS AND PROMOTIONS 

The rejection by the Senate of Capt. Jou- 
err’s nomination to the grade of Commo- 
dore has now, been followed by the introduc- 
tion into thé same body 6f a joint resolution 
offering him the thanks of Congress for emi- 
nent and valuable services in captuting the 
schooner Royal Yacht and the steamer Selma 
during the war.of. the rebellion. These two 
phases‘of Capt. Joumrr’s case—the one past 
and the other now pehding—furnish a sug- 
gestive illustration of the right. way and the 
wrong way of rewarding specially gallant 
services, where such rewards have been long 
delayed. Capt. Jamms E; Jourtr adds to 
personal’ popularity unquestioned seaman- 
ship.and a record of unusual: skill and gal- 
lantry in battle during thé rebellion. . The 
promotion ‘which’ Secretary “Tuemrson 
sought for him was refused on principle, 
not from personal disfavor; it, was rejected 
because it would have jumped him. over six-: 
teen senior Captains, as the peer cen 
time ran, into the. grade above. : 

« The law on which’ the nomination. was. 
babnid is found in sections. 1,606 and 1,507 
of the, Revised Statutes, and.provides, in 
brief, ‘that any officer in the Navy miay, 
with the Senate’s: consent, ‘‘ be advanced, 
not exceeding thirty ntmbers in-tank, for. 
eminent ‘and conspicuous conduct: ‘in 
battle, and. extraordinary heroism,’” ~».‘The 
twe instances of such conduct and heroism 
relied upon in Capt. JOvETT’s case were his 
destruction of 'the Royal Yacht on the night 
of Nov. 7, 1861, near Pelican Island Fort, 
and his capture of thé rebel gun-boat Selma 
during the battle of Mobile -Bay; Aug, 5, 
1964.’ In the former action, Jovumr?, then 
a Lieutenant, captured and burned the pri- 
vateer; with the first and second launches 
of the Santee. ‘Wounded severely by a pike 
in the arm and chest’early in the attack, he 
kept his command throughout, though weak- 
ened by loss of blood, and brought. off his 
prisoners; he was ‘mentioned by the flag-. 
officer in orders, and by Secretary Wuiims 
mm. a letter. which called him to. New-York 
for ‘‘ a command worthy of ‘his gallantry.’ 
At Mobile, Joumrr’s vessel, the Metacomet, 
was the consort of the flag-ship Hartford, - 
in FarRagur’s famous advance in couples: 
by the forts, The.Admiral reported that, 
finding himself raked. by the rebel gun-; 
boats, he: ordered the Méetacomet to cast off 
and go at them, . JournttT, says Farragut, 
was ‘after the Selma in a moment, aid in 
an hour’s time he had her ‘as ‘his prize, 
Lieut.-Commander.
